At a legal Town Meeting, duly warned and holden at 
the town hall, Kingston, N. H., County of Rockingham, 
on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, 1917, the check list 
having been duly sworn to by the supervisors, the mod- 
erator, Mr. Perrin W. Nichols, called the meeting to order’ 
at 9.50 a. M. and read the warrant. After the prayer by 
Rev. Frank W. Whippen, proceeded to ballot for the 
town officers. 

It was voted that the moderator be instructed to cast 
one ballot for Albert E. Nichols for town clerk, which he 
did, and Albert E. Nichols was declared elected clerk for 
the ensuing year by the moderator, and took the oath of 
office, as prescribed by law. 

Proceeded to ballot for 1st selectman:

At 12 o’clock (noon) voted to take a recess until 1 o’clock. 

Meeting called to order at 1.12 o’clock P. M. 

Proceeded to ballot for library trustee for three years: 
Voted that the clerk be instructed to cast one ballot for 
Z. Willis Kemp for library trustee for the three years en- 
suing, which he did, and Z. Willis Kemp was declared 
elected by the moderator. 

Voted that a committee of three be appointed by the chair, 
said committee to retire and nominate candidates for the 
remaining town officers not elected by ballot. 

The chair appointed Albert W. White, Everett H. Web- 
ster, Herbert L. Lang, who retired to nominate. 

Pass to Art. 2. (Town Charges). 

Votes to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for 
current expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 

Pass to Art. 8. (State Road Maintenance). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 for 
state road maintenace for the ensuing year. 
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Voted to return to Art. 1 and hear the report of the 
committee appointed by the chair to nominate the candi- 
dates for the offices not elected by ballot. 

Voted that the list of names for the various officers be 
accepted and adopted as submitted and the moderator be 
instructed to cast one ballot for each, which he did, and the 
following were declared elected to the various offices for 
the ensuing year, by him:

Voted to take up Art. 4. (Highway at So. Kingston). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 for 
continuing the work on the highway at So. Kingston, which 
was started last year in the Happy Hollow district, so called. 
It was also voted that this appropriation be expended under 
the supervision of the selectmen. 

Pass to Art. 5. (Library). 
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Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 tor 
the support of the library for the ensuing year, in addition 
to that required by law. 

Pass to Art. 6. (Electric Lighting). 

Motion made to raise and appropriate the sum of money 
required to meet the existing contracts for street lighting 
for the ensuing year. Upon amendment, it was voted that 
the sum of $536.00 be raised and appropriated for street 
lighting for the ensuing year, and to this'amount shall be 
added the unexpended balance of last year’s appropriation, 
which remains in the treasury. 

Pass to Art. 7. (Memorial Day). 

Voted that the sum of $75.00 be raised and appropriated 
for Memorial Day and to this amount be added the unex- 
pended balance of $6.80 of last year’s appropriation, and 
the whole be expended under the supervision of the Veteran 
Association. 

Upon motion of Judge L. G. Hoyt it was voted to con- 
sider Article 8 and Article 9 together, as they both have 
bearing upon the same subject (Parsonage Funds). 

The following motion was presented by Judge Hoyt and 
unanimously voted. 

(Art. 8). Whereas nearly two centuries ago the people 
of the town established a fund by setting aside land for 
the use of the ministry; and 

Whereas this fund in one form and another was pre- 
served intact by the different generations of people living 
in town until the year 1869, at which time the town voted 
to sell the securities representing the fund ($4,200.00) to 
pay the town’s debt; 

And whereas, from then on, the fund has been carried 
on the books of the town as a liability and has been so 
recognized ever since by the payment of a sum equivalent 
to the interest of the fund for the use of the ministry, in 
accordance with the wishes of the male and female tax 
payers of the town as made known to the selectmen at 
the time of making the annual inventory in April; 
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It is voted that the town continue to carry this fund as 
a liability and to appropriate an amount equal to 6% of 
the fund of $4,200.00 to the most worthy purpose of, sup- 
porting the ministry in the same manner as has proven 
so satisfactory to the people of the town during the many 
years this fund has been established. 

The following motion was also presented by Judge Louis 
G. Hoyt and unanimously voted. 

(Art. 10). Whereas the Reverend Ward Clark in 1737, 
out of his concern for the peace and welfare of his beloved 
people, devised to them a parsonage for the use of the 
ministry in town on condition that the taxpayers pay his 
funeral charges and twenty pounds to the poor, to be paid 
within one year, and twenty pounds to the use of the church 
at Kingston, and twenty pounds to the poor of Exeter and 
ten pounds to the church at Chester and twenty pounds 
to the Rev. Dr. Coleman of Boston, all of which was to be 
be paid within a year from his decease; 

And whereas the taxpayers met the several obligations 
named in his said will, whereby they came into possession 
of his devise, and whereas the income of this fund has al- 
ways been used and appropriated for the support of the 
ministry in the same manner as the parsonage funds named 
in Article 8 of this warrant; 

It is voted that the town continue to carry this Ward 
Clark fund of $1,000.00 as a liability of the town and to 
appropriate the income of the fund to the most worthy pur- 
pose of promoting the peace and welfare of the good people 
of the town by supporting the ministry in accordance with 
the desire of the said Ward Clark, as expressed in his will, 
and that said income shall continue to be divided among 
the different religious societies of the town according to the 
wishes of the male and female taxpayers of the town as 
made known to the selectmen at the time of taking thé 
annual inventory. | 

Voted to take up Art. 9. (Elkins Trust Funds). 
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Moved that the town appropriate and pay over to the 
trustees of public trust funds the sum of $1,260.00 to re- 
store the Elkins fund for the support of the schools, and 
that the selectmen be authorized to raise that sum by bor- | 
rowing, either from the trustees or elsewhere, at the best 
terms obtainable. This motion was amended and it was voted 
that the selectmen be, and they are hereby authorized to_ 
refund the $1,260.00 of the Elkins fund, so called, to the 
trustees of the public trust funds, by giving a note bearing 
interest at 34% per annum. 

Voted to indefinitely postpone action on that part of 
Article 9 relating to the restoring of the $1,000.00 of the 
Elkins fund, which was taken by the town from the,poor 
fund to purchase the town farm a number of years ago. 

Dr. Z. Willis Kemp and Rev. Henry R. McCartney both 
resign as members of the board of trustees of the public 
trust funds. 

Voted to take up Art. 11. (Band Concerts). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100 for a 
series of concerts to be given by the Kingston Cornet band 
on the common this summer. 7 

Pass to Art. 12. (General Business). 

Voted that the selectmen and treasurer be, and they are 
hereby authorized to borrow a sum of money, not to ex- 
ceed $2,000 in anticipation of the taxes to be collected, 
if necessary, and give notes of the town therefor. 

Voted that the report of the town officers be accepted 
and adopted as printed, with the exception of the report 
of the health officer. 

Motion made to adjourn the meeting not carried. 

Voted that the treasurer be, and he is hereby authorized 
to pay the bill of Frank Cavaric, amounting to $7.25, for 
putting up tramps during the past year; also his bill amount- 
ing to $5.75 for services as special police officer at the 
March, September, and November elections of 1916, from 
any unexpended funds which may be in the treasury. 
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Voted to adjourn the meeting at 5.12 Pp. M.

11. On request of the trustees of trust funds, to see 
if the town will vote to restore the Thomas Elkins’ poor 
fund of $1,000, which was taken by the town when the 
poor farm was purchased and never replaced as a fund, 
and give a note for the same.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


During the past year there has been little serious con- 
tagious disease in town—one case only of diphtheria. 

The fact that children suffering from any communicable 
disease must be kept from school seems to be better appre- 
ciated, but it avails little to keep a child from school if he 
is allowed to run about with other children out of school 
hours. The law is for the public good and should be ob- 
served in spirit as well as in letter. 

Complaint was made to the State Board of Health as 
to the condition of two of the schoolhouses in the District, 
and alterations and repairs in accord with the directions of 
the State Board have been made. 

A change in the vaults of the other houses was directed 
and except in one case has been carried out, and that one 
will undoubtedly be attended to in the spring. 

Good health depends upon the maintenance of conditions 
favorable therefor, and this demands care and cooperation 
on the part of the people.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In making our annual report this year we are guided 
by the following amendment to the Public Statutes by the 
last General Court, which reads as follows: ‘The fiscal 
year of town and special school districts beginning Febru- 
ary 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and thereafter the 
fiscal and scholastic year shall end August 31 annually.” 

This change was approved by the governor on April 4, 
1917. Practically all school meetings had been held and in 
few instances were the appropriations sufficient to carry 
on the schools for the extra six months. Your attention 
is called to this matter so that there may be sufficient ap- 
propriations made at the coming school meeting to support 
the schools until August 31, 1919. 

That is to say, we must raise enough money at the coming 
school meeting to run our schools a year and one half, or 
four terms instead of three. 

Your school treasurer, in a partial report, wili show you 
exactly how our finances stand to date. Like all other 
branches of business and institutions our school expenses 
are increasing every year. Our high school tuition was ad- 
vanced this vear $5 per pupil, and as we had ten pupils more © 
than last year our tuition is about $500 more than heretofore. 
The tax by law this year will be $1,050, and there will be re- 
quired for high school tuition $1,500 and for books and 
supplies $200, and for flags, $15. 

The sum of $300 was appropriated last year to repair 
schoolhouses in Districts No. 2 and 3. With this allow- 
ance the buildings were put in respectable condition and 
there remains a balance of $27.91, which will be used to 
grade round the buildings as soon as conditions will allow. 

Your school board earnestly suggests that a sum be ap- 
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propriated to make repairs equally necessary in Districts 4, 
5 and 6. 

We are fortunate in having a corps of good teachers whose 
hearts are in their work, and we shall expect excellent re- 
sults from their efforts. Much benefit would undoubtedly 
result if parents would codperate a little closer with the 
teachers by at least visiting the schools oftener than they do. 
This courtesy you owe to the schools as well as to your 
children and yourselves. May we not expect more loyalty 
and cooperation on your part the coming year.
